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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 1-5 and 7-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

i) The term "heterocyclyl" is indefinite because it is not known how many atoms make up the 
ring, which atoms are present and what kind of a ring (monocyclic, bicyclic, spiro, fused, 
bridged, saturated, etc.) is intended. It is also unclear what kind of a heterocyclic ring is formed 
by and together (size, saturation, kind and number of atoms present). 

ii) The term "substituted" without saying which substituents are intended is indefinite. One 
skilled in the art cannot say which substituents are permitted and which ones are not. 

iii) In claim 3, in the definition of R^ replacing "residue" with the term "group" is suggested 
because a "residue" implies more than what is recited. See also definition of "X." 

iv) In claim 4, appropriate Markush language would be, for example, "method of producing a 
compound of formula (I) according to claim 1." In addition, "one or more compounds" should be 
replaced by "a compound." Also, if the definition of a variable fi-om an independent claim is not 
changed in a dependent claim, it is not necessary for it to be present and is extraneous. Deletion 
is suggested. See also claims 10, 12 and 14. 

v) In claim 9, in the definition of X\ third line, the term alkylsulphonyl is missing an "a." 

vi) In claim 11, in the definition of R"*, deletion of the term "steht" is required.
